Meeting Will fce TZcld in McKeespart 


to Boost YonpU P»m. 


A mats meeting1 will be held this 


evening: In tho rooms of the McKces- 
port Chamber of Commerce in tho in- 
Lorc-st of an appropriation o£ §1,000,- 
000, asked of the X-etfialatine for the 
construction o£ a storage reservoir to 
regulate tho iltnv of tho Youg-hiogheny 
river. 


The appropriation is asked in a bill 


intioduccd in the State Senate by Sen- 
ator Archibald W. Powell and in the 
House by Representative Thomas A. 
Stccie of McKoesport. 
The bill pro- 


vides for the build.ing' oC a reservoir 
at the headwaters of the Youghloffli- 
ony at the Jlaryland State lire by tlie 
Water Supply Commission of Pennsyl- 
vania. The capacity oC the reservoir 
would bo 1,500,000,000 gallons, suffi- 
cient to greatly diminish floods in the 
Youghlogheny and Hononeraliela riv- 
ers and to IncicttSQ the water tlow in 
times o£ drought. 


The project is the first of the 17 


reservoirs proposed by the Fiooel Com- 
mission of Pitisburff to control all 
floods and to aid navigation in the Al- 
legheny, Moiionsahela and Ohio riv- 
ers.

The conversion of the Eskimo in that 


remote and bleak dependency of Den- 
mark, Greenland, was agitated as early 
as 1710 by Huns Egade, who has be- 
come historic as the apoeile of Green- 
land. In that year he published as ft 
pamphlet "A Proposition Por Green- 
land's Conversion and Enlightenment." 
This was welcoroed ivith no great 
warmth by the clergy and >vas violent- 
ly opposed by mercantile Interests, In 
four years he had succeeded to such 
an extent that he founded a training 
college for- missionaries In Copenhagen. 
May 3, 1721, he sailed for Greenland 


with a small party of mission workers. 
He waa greatly disappointed to find 
that the Norse colony, left for many 
years to its own resources, bad wholly 
vanished. Ho turned, therefore, all his 
efforts to the conversion of the Eskimo 
and met with marked success, becom- 
ing bishop In 174ft 
In this office and
